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A CALL TO WOMEN 


The important contribution of women in 


World War II in the various branches of the 
aimed services, in the field of nursing, in the 
industrial plants and in other civilian activi- 
ties on the human front needs no further 
stressing, but the call for women to work 
at the K.C.A. plant at Saugcrties re-empha- 
sizes the significant part they are taking in 
this war. 


The call is urgent as the Saugerties plant 


is described as a critical bottleneck in radio 
tube production in the country. The drive 
is for fifty women workers to increase pro- 
duction of radio tubes to relieve one of the 
most serious bottlenecks affecting the Armed 
Forces today. The campaign is being con- 
ducted in Kingston and Saugerties. Girls 
over 16 years of age will be accepted. 


The Saugerties plant is equipped to pro- 


duce a large portion of the critically needed 
metal tubes, if it is adequately supplied with 
manpower. The importance of filling the 
empty benches at the Saugcrlies plant is 
seen in the military personnel sent here to 
recruit local women. The Navy, the Army 
Signal Corps, the Army Service Forces and 
the War Manpower Commission are repre- 
sented. 


The lack of critical radio tubes can be 


counted in terms of the lives of American 
sailors and soldiers. The fifty additional 
women workers should he secured promptly. 


Lieut. Jerome L. Kcssler, Signal Corps 


Labor Office, after inspecting the Saugerties 
plant, declared it to be one of the most at- 
tractive in facilities in the industry. Trans- 
portation and eating facilities are made 
available as a convenience to plant personnel.

industries and in the essential businesses, 
should take warning from the Kingston City 
Transportation Corp. announcement that it 
must curtail some of its extra bus service 
because of mechanical difficulties and the 
inability to get necessary parts to make re- 
pairs. Regular service on the bus lines has 
been slowed up by breakdowns and street 
conditions.

GOITER IN CHILDREN 


Most of us arc now familiar with the treatment 


of the severe type of goiter in men and women; it 
is by surgery, or X-rays. Some cases arc treated by 
rest and iodine. 


It is of interest to read of the treatment of the 


severe type ol goiter in children with rapid beating 
hearts, nervousness, and bulging eyes. The three 
methods of treatment above mentioned arc like- 
wise given to children with ovcractive thyroid gland. 


As physicians ore not agreed as to the best 


method of treating children, that is whether surgery 
or other methods of treatment shuulil be given. Dr. 
C. B. Mclntosh. in the Journal of Pediatrics, St. 
Louis, reports Uitf results of his investigation of 
the records of the children with goiter who were 
treated at the University Hospital of Iowa City 
between 1925 and 1913. a period of JS years. All of 
the 23 children were girls ranging in nge from 7 to 
16 years. Nineteen of the patients underwent opera- 
tion (removal of most of the thyroid slanil) and 
the other 4 .were treated without surgery. In the 
group of children operated on were 9 in which a 
complete cure was obtained, ."t with nearly com- 
plete cures. 5 in which the disease returned, and 2 
deaths. 


The patients not operated on were all success- 


fully treated in hospital with iodine, rest, quieting 
drugs, and foods rich in starches nnd other foods 
rich in food value. Three ot the four children were 
treated with Lugol's solution tiodinc) nnd the other 
received no iodine. X-ray trraimcnt was used in '2 
cases after medical treatment failed to give re- 
sults. 


The average period of time for the treatment of 


the patient ojMTated on was six weeks, while that 
of those not operated on was j-cvcn months. 


From the above- figures jmrents may wonder 


what method should Iw used in the treatment of 
their child witii .in ovcrnctivc thyroid clanrl. Some 
parents would like lo sw the quirk results obtained 
by surgery, while others would soonrr try any treat- 
ment—medicine. X-r.iyf—than surgery- H should 
be discussed thoroughly with the family physician 
who can l>cst tell whether more <i.im.i£c would \v 
done to the chilti by waiting for n:onlhs of treat- 
ment than liy imirietiiatr operation.

"Af.Century's Turn"

The month of May, 1927, -in 


Kingston, was marked by tht 
death of several men who had long 
been prominently identified with 
the life of the city. I recall that 
in my early years as a reporter 
one of the outstanding lawyers 
of the city and county was How- 
ard Chipp, who died on May 3, of 
that year, in his home on Fair 
street, in his 75th year.

New York, Feb. 26 W)—Daniel 


P. Woolley, regional O.P.A. ad- 
ministrator, will meet tills after- 
noon with representatives of the 
Amalgamated Meat C u t t e r s , 
Butcher Workmen and Allied Mar- 
ket Employes (A.F.L.) in an effort 
to prevent a threatened work stop- 
page which would affect 5,000 New 
York city meat retailers. 


Joseph Belsky. eastern repre- 


sentative of the union, said his or- 
ganization would call the stoppage 
it the O.P.A. continued its plan 
to have the courts rule illegal the 
operation ol slaughtering "coop- 
eratives" by retail meat dealers. 


Belsky contended closing of the 


"cooperatives" 
would 
put 
900 


union men out of work. 


Last Friday, the O.P.A. obtained 


a temporary injunction in federal 
court restraining the Federated 
Meat Corporation of Brooklyn, 
ivhich Bclsky described as "a co- 
operative slaughter house", from 
continuing business until further 
argument March 7. The O.P.A. 
held that investments in the con- 
cern by 125 butchers constituted 
evasion of O.P.A. regulations. 


The O.P.A. obtained a similar 


injunction 
against 
the 
United 


Bronx Butchers Corporation, and 
has asked permanent injunctions 
along with treble damages to- 
talling Sl,478,160 from the two 
organizations. 


Woolley. speaking last night at 


the annual convention of the New 
York state branch of the union, 
which Belsky had addressed earl- 
ier, claimed the meat corporations 
withdrew meat "from retailers 
not fortunate' enough to belong to 
one of the cooperatives." 


"We want to safeguard all the 


retailers rather than just a few, 
Woolley added. 


Jack Kranis, counsel for the 


Federated Corporation, told the 
convention that the 125 meat deal- 
ers had each invested $2,500 in 
the cooperative and that its op- 
oration had thus far saved con- 
sumers $300,000. 


Belsky asserted that the Fed- 


erated Corporation and four simi- 
lar group organizations now bring 
2.500,000 pounds of meat to the 
city weekly and that this repre- 
sented the only "legitimate way" 
that consumers could buy meat at 
ceiling prices.

Farm Animals Are 


Fewer Is Report 


Cows Are Only Exception 


to Downward Trend 


Albany, February 24—The'year 


1944 was marked by a nearly gen- 
eral decline in the number of farm 
animals and poultry in New York, 
according to the January 1, 1945 
inventory estimates included in a 
Federal-State report issued from 
the New York State Department 
of Agriculture and Markets. Cattle 
were the only exception to the 
downward trend. In spite of the 
reductions, animal numbers (ex- 
cept horses and sheep) still equal- 
led or exceeded the 10-year (1934- 
43) January 1 average. 


Gross inventory values of ani- 


mals receded less than 1 per cent 
during the year, the total for 7 
species being estimated at S323,- 
675,000 on January 1. 1945. The 
1934-43 average for this date, in- 
cluding a number of years when 
the livestock, dairy and poultry 
industry were in an acute depres- 
sion, with low market prices for 
meat, milk and eggs, was $197,- 
622,000. 
Of the 1945 inventory, 


cattle account for about $259,805.- 
000; horses and mules 530,014,000; 
chickens and turkeys 525,882,000: 
hogs and pigs 55.296,000 and sheep 
anl lambs 52,678,000. 


2 Per Cent Boost 


In the cattle group, the number 


of milk cows and heifers 2 years 
old and over January 1, 19J5 is 
placed at 1,470,000 head, an in- 
crease of 2 per cent over those on 
hand a year ago, about 2 per cent 
above the 5-year (1940-4-i) aver- 
age, and also the largest number 
on hand since 1921. The 40-year 
average. 1881 to 1920. was about 
1,477,000. The smallest number of 
cows during the period since 1S67 
was 3.300,000 in 1927, and the 
largest number was 1,540,000 in
